For many, 
if not for all, of the.developing countries 
their earnings from exports are not suf- 
ficient to keep up withthe growth of 
population. Relatively speaking, the rich 
are getting richer and the poor are get-. 
ting poorer. 

In secular terms, this growing dis- 
_ parity is the paramount problem of man- 
‘kind, and it is in the context and en- 
vironment of this disparity, that ‘the prob- 
lems of war and peace will have to be 
worked out.

To Marry Rich 


According to John Finley 
Scott, a sociologist at the 
University of California, the 
college sorority is‘ one of the 
principal instruments created 
by the middle class to make 
sure its daughters marry the 
right man.
